Commons this afternoon, 

London, May 3,—Four signatories 
of the republican proclamation in Ire- 
land have been tried by court martial 
and found guilty and were shot this 
morning. Patrick H. Pearce, the 
“provisional president of Ireland,” 
was among those shot. 

Three other signers of the procla- 
mation were sentenced to three years’ 
imprisonment. 

Premier Asquith made an _ an- 
nouncement to this effect in the House 
of Commons this afternoon. 

Of the other signatories of the re- 
publican proclamation found guilty 
and shot were Thos. J, Clark and 
Thos. MacDonagh. Another of the 
rebels found guilty and shot, was J. 
A. McConnolly, who was styled “com- 
mandant-géneral of the Irish republi- 
can army.” 

A London dispatch on April 30 gave 
the text of the proclamation issued by 
the insurgents, issued at Dublin at the 
outbreak of the revolt with the signa- 
tures of Thos. J. Clark, 8. MacDair- 
mid, Thos, MacDonagh, P. H. Pearce, 
E. C. Eannt, James Connolly and Jos- 
eph Plunkett. 

Guilty Are Punished 

Dublin, Tuesday, May 2, via London, 
May 3.—An official statement issued 
here today said: 

“Rebels considered suitable for trial 
are being tried by a field general 
court martial under the Defense of the 
Real Act. As soon as the sentences 
have been confirmed the public will be 
informed as to the result of the trial. 

“Others are being sent to places in 
England. Their cases will receive con- 
sideration later. The cases of women 
taken prisoners are under considera- 
tion, 

“The work of dealing with these 
trials is one of great magnitude and it 
is being proceeded with with all dis- 
patch,” 

One thousand rebel prisoners were 
marched through the city today under 
strong military’ escort. They included 
many youths in their ‘teens and sey- 
eral women. It is said that several 
thousand prisoners have been taken 
by the military.

The situation in Galway resulting 
from the Irish revolt has been serious 
according to advices just received, On 
Tuesday, April 25, 1200 rebels, ap-

them from Galway bay, compelling 
them to retire to Moyurd castle at 
Athenry. 

On the following day another naval 
vessel landed 100 soldiers who forced 
other rebels to retire towards that 
castle, Encounters between the robeis 
and bands of poline resuited in a num- 
ber of casualties. Among those arrest- 
ed were Professors Steinberger, Walsh 
and MecBnri, all of the Umversity of 
Cc alway. 

: Maxwell Praises Troops. 

In an order of the day, thanking the 
troops engaged in the suppression of 
the rebellion bere, Lieut. General Sir 
John Maxwell, the military command- 
er, says that owing to the tireless f- 
forts of the soldiers all the rebels in 
this city have now surrendered. 

The order says further: 

“T especially wish to express my 
gratitude to the Irish regiments which 
have so largely helped to crush the 


rising.”
